RESOLUTION 2020-XX  

MAY 21, 2020 

 

AUTHORIZING THE TAX COLLECTOR TO PROCESS THIRD QUARTER “ESTIMATED”  

TAX BILLS, DUE AUGUST 1, 2020 

 

WHEREAS, in light of the disruption caused by the coronavirus outbreak, the State delayed the 

adoption of the State Fiscal Year 2021 Budget to September 30, 2020; and 

 

WHEREAS, the Division of Local Government Services (DLGS) cannot certify State Aid allocations 

to municipal budgets until State Aid Appropriations are known; and 

 

WHEREAS, the DLGS cannot approve municipal budgets and the County Board of Taxation cannot 

certify taxes until long after the June 30, 2020 deadline to process third quarter tax bills due August 1, 

2020; and 

 

WHEREAS, without an adopted 2020 Municipal Budget and without a 2020 Certified Tax Rate, the 

Tax Collector cannot process the final 2020 Tax Levy; and 

 

WHEREAS, DLGS “strongly recommends” under Local Finance Notice 2020-07 “that municipalities 

prepare to issue estimated property tax bills for 2020”; and 

 

WHEREAS, the Tax Collector, in consultation with the Chief Financial Officer, computed and 

certified an estimated Tax Levy necessary to bill third quarter taxes due August 1, 2020, $4,589,008.00. 

 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Governing Body of the Borough of Lakehurst in the 

County of Ocean and State of New Jersey on this 21st day of May, 2020 that the Tax Collector is hereby 

authorized and directed to process estimated tax bills for the third quarterly installment of 2020 taxes; 

and 

 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that, the third quarterly installment of 2020 taxes shall not be subject 

to interest until later of August 10, 2020 or the twenty-fifth (25) calendar day after the date of the 

estimated tax bills were mailed.  The estimated tax bills shall contain a notice specifying the date on which 

interest may begin to accrue.

2. The Borough will authorize EAP Services n o t  t o  exceed $2,000 yearly,

“AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST, COUNTY OF OCEAN, STATE 

OF NEW JERSEY, AMENDING AND SUPPLEMENTING THE REVISED GENERAL 

ORDINANCES OF THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST AMENDING CHAPTER II 

ADMINISTRATION, SECTION 2-19 POLICE DEPARTMENT” 

2020-03 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Mayor and Borough Council of the Borough of Lakehurst, County of 

Ocean, State of New Jersey, the following sections are amended: 

2-19 POLICE DEPARTMENT 

  2-19.1 Police Department Established; Members. 

A. There is hereby created in and for the Borough of Lakehurst a Police Department, which shall be 

known and designated as "The Police Department of the Borough of Lakehurst", New Jersey. This 

Department shall consist of a Chief of Police and such officers as one (1) Lieutenant, two (2) 

Sergeants, six (6) Police Officers (plus additional officers equal to the vacancies in Superior Officer 

ranks set forth above), two (2) Special Class II Officers, one (1) Special Class III Officer, and three (3) 

Special Class I Officers. The creation of these positions shall not require the Mayor and Borough 

Council to fill each position and any position hereunder established may, in the sole discretion of the 

Mayor and Borough Council, remain vacant. 

B. The Police Department shall, pursuant to law, preserve the public peace, protect life and liberty; detect, 

arrest and prosecute offenders of the laws of New Jersey and the ordinances of the Borough of 

Lakehurst; direct and control traffic; provide attendance and protection during emergencies; provide 

appearances in court; cooperate with all other law enforcement agencies and provide training for the 

efficiency of its members and officers. The Police Department shall be located in the Municipal 

Building in the Borough of Lakehurst or such Police Headquarters as established by the Borough 

governing body.

Severability 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances that are in conflict herewith are hereby repealed to the extent of such 

conflict or inconsistency.  If any part of this ordinance shall be held to be invalid, such part shall be deemed 

to be severable and the invalidity thereof shall not affect the remaining parts of this ordinance. 

Effective date

This ordinance shall take effect immediately upon final passage and publication as required by law.
